Miss Patterson, secretary of Junior 
Red Cross work in Alberta, gave a 
very enlightening address at the Ki- 
wanis luncheon Tuesday evening. The 
Junior Red Cross grew out of the war 
and is the largest organization in the 
world with a membership of over ten 
millions in thirty-eight countries. It: 
is endorsed by the league of nations. 
Canada was the leader in the move- 
ment, the first branch being formed 
in Calgary in 1922, and now there are 
branches in every province, It has 
a three-fold object—health, citizen- 
ship, service. In 1926, the sum of $10,- 
526 was raised by the Juniors in lit- 
tle bits. The Calgary ‘hospital has 
accommodation for 38 patients and it 
is full all the time, and the University 
Hospital, Edmonton, treated 36 last 


year, and has 20 at the present timej-

from 86 tractor owners In the prairie 
provinces, it has been found that 80 
per cent of these men consider their 
tractors a profitable investment. 
While only 50 per cent claim that their 
tractors are profitable for field work, 
an additional 30 per cent state their 
tractors are profitable for belt work. 
The main advantage of the tractor fs 
that it enables the owner to keep 
both field and haryest operations up 
to date. Other advantages are redue- 
tion of hired help and the number of 
horses required to operate the farms. 

Tractors were successfully operated 
under varying conditions, however; 
operation seems — inadvisable 
where fields are too hilly, too stony} 
or too sandy, Such conditions — to- 
gether with small farms, high initial 
cost and high cost of feul were given 
as the chief reasons for tractor fail 
ure. The smallest number of cultivat- 
ed acres recommended by these own- 
ers on which to purchase a tractor 
may be stated as 100 acres for every 
plow pulled, 

The cost of tractor operation — is 
mide up of two direct major items, | 
namely, overhead and direct operating, 
costs. The direct operating cost tn- 
cludes fuel, ofl and wages of (he oper- 
ator, Overhead Includes deteriora: 
tion, Inferest and renoairs, The over 
head charges are prorated against 
the amount of work the tractor does 
annually. As all groups of tractors 
in the prairie provineess were used 
over 60 days per year, on the average, 
the daily overhead charges were rela 
lively low, resulting ina low daily op 
erating cost of $944 for

VEGETABLES 


Early vegetables may be had by 
holding over green vegetables from 
the year before, by growing during 
the winter in the cellar, by growing 
in the carly spring in the hotbed and 
by growing certain perennial veget- 
ables, 

ltoots, such as carrots, beets and 
parsnips can be packed fn soil in 
the cellar and kept crisp and fresh 
till spring, cabbage may be suspend- 
ed from the ceiling or carried on 
slatted shelves in the cellar through- 
out the winter, and celery and swiss 
chard may be carried till spring with 
the roots packed in moist earth. All 
this presupposes a well ventilated 
cellar with controlled temperature, 

Rhubarb roots brought Into the cel- 
lar after they have been frozen in 
the fall or any time during the win- 
ter, if planted in a box or tub of rich 
soll will send out a heavy crop of long 
tender stalks. The time of this may 
be controlled by the time of bringing 
in the roots after they are frozen, It 
usually takes about six weeks for the 
stalks to develop from the time the 
roots are brought into the cellar, 

Lettuce and radishes may .be sown 
in the carly spring in the hotbed and 
forced ready for use in four to six 
weeks, Rhubarb and asparagus are 
perennial, are easily raised and come 
in early, 

There is nol a greenhouse at the 
experimental station at | Rosthern, 
and there is not a week in the whole 
year when fresh vegetables are not 
available.

Quite apart from the ‘technical con- 
siderations referred to above, it would 
be inadvisable to grade the Canadfan 
wheat crop purely on a protein basis, 
as the principal importers of our 
wheat (Britain, France, Germany, 
elec.) are not. particularly interested in 
protein content, partly because the 
supply of high protein wheat is very 
great relative to the demand, and 
partly because Old Country bakers 
are not willing to pay premiums for 
protein, Like the people in the south- 
ern States, the French people use a 
great deal of soft wheat for making 
biscuits. They do not want the high 
protein bread demanded by the North

more than an extra subsidy or grant 
given by Canada to the Maritimes, It 
means that, presumably, each year, 
or at some other accounting period, 
the two railway systems will tender 
to the Dominion government for pay- 
ment accounts for 20 per cent of the 
local rates on all traffie that has pass- 
ed over their respective lines during 
the accounting period between points 
within the three Maritime proyinées 
or for import or export into or from
